Fire Co.'s Building 
Basis tor 
Memorial HaU 



RESOLUTION PASSED NOVEMBER 
21— BUILDING TO BE MAN- 
AGED AND MAINTAINED 
BY BOROUGH COUNCIL. 



There seems to lie a inisundertanding 
nbotit the Jlemoiial that the citizens 
of Narberth will erect to commemorate 
the services rendered by the soldiers 
and sailors who entered the Army and 
.Vavy of the United States to serve 
their countr.v during the World's War. 

About two years ago the Narberth 
Gimrd decided that Narberth would de- 
sire to have a Memorial and a reception 
on the return of our sailors and soldiers, 
and distributed Thank Boxes in order 
to raise a fund to pay for the reception 
as well as a nucleus for a proposed 
Memorial. Tlie Guard also appointed 
•■1 connnittee to take the matter in 
charge, tind at the request of 'the 
Guiird's Connnittee, the organizations 
in .N'arberth were asked to appoint two 
representatives to serve on a General 
Memorial Committee, and the commit- 
tee has enl.'irged until it now consists 
of thirty-one. 

The Generiil Jleniorial Committee has 
held numerous meetings, notice of which 
has always been given to every mem- 
ber, !it which a great many ideas were 
considered for Niirbertli's Memorial, 
.■ind at the meeting held on the even- 
ing of Xovember 21st, a resolution was 
))assed to adopt tlu' idea of a Memorial 
Hall, using the present Narberth Fire 
Company building as a basis. 

The plan as outlined is to extend the 
south wall of the building out to the 
present building line; build a new front 
in Colonial architecture, similar to the 
V. M. C. .'\. iidjoiniiig. A clock tower 
to be built at the southwest corner, ex- 
tending high enough .so that the four 
faces of the clock nuiy be seen for 
(|uite a distance. Also place in this 
clock tower an electric alarm to call 
out oiu' volunteer firemen. A bronze 
tablet is to be placed on the front of 
the building with an Honor Roll, giving 
the luimes of all soldiers, sailors and 
marines who enlisted from Narberth, 
together witli appropriate marking to 
show those who lost their lives in the 
scr\ice. A|i|u-o]u'iate lettering to be 
jilaced on the front of the building to 
show it is Narberth 's Memoriirl. 

By enlarging tlio building it will give 
a room on the flrst floor hirge enough 
to take care of the nt'cd of the Bor- 
ough Council, with a room on the sec- 
ond floor, called the Trojdiy Room, for 
the use of the American Legion. 

This Menu)rial when comideted will 
cost somewhere in the neighborhood of 
.$15,000, which cost will include the ex- 
tension of the building, new front, 
bronze tablet, clock tower, clock, and 
the payment of the present indebted- 
ness on the building, and the finished 
structure to be ])resented to the Bor- 
ough of Narberth by its citizens, free 
of debt. 

The American Legion, made up of' 
the veterans who served in the war, 
has a ])0st in Narberth and will have 
the Trophy Room for their small meet- 
ings, ;ind the large h.-ill at any time 
they desire for their larger meetings or 
entertainnient.s, without rent or any ex- 
pense for light and heat. 

The building, being owned by the 
Borough, will be managed siud main- 
tained by Borough Council, and Coun- 
cil has already passed a resolution ap- 
proving the idea of this building as 
the Narberth Memorial. 

The Fire Company and a])paratus will 
be housed in the building as at pres- 
ent, and by the Fire Company donat- 
ing to the Borough their equity now 
owned by them in the present building,, 
of at least $10,000, will make Narberth 
Memorial, when finished, represent a, 
cost of $25,000 or .$30,000, and u build- 
ing that no one need bo ashamed toi 
point to with pride as Memorial HalL

Our population 
is now about 4,(ilHi (estimated), and 
Postmaster Haws advises that- tlie re- 
ceipts of the oflifc are sufficient to war- 
rant application for free delivery. 
Other re(piirements, sueh as paved 
streets, sidewalks, numbered houses arc 
in elfeet, so that it appears that it 
should not be ii very dillieiilt matter 
to secure this much desired service. 

AVlieii asked regarding tlio |)rospect 
of securing carrier service, the Post- 
master stated that lie had consulted 
with a Post Office Inspector for this 
district regarding the service and that 
later developments will be given the 
])ublic through Our Town. One require- 
ment necessary is a petition for the 
service signed bj- professional and bus- 
iness men of tlie community, as well as 
ofJier ji.'iti'nns of f!ie office.
